Two protest 
Walmsley’s 
resignation

The resignation of Granite City Superintendent 
of Schools Gilbert *‘Gib’’ Walmsley was approved 
Tuesday night but failed to 
receive unanimous support from 
the board. 

Walmsley was hired April 7 to 
become superintendent of schools 
of the Moline School District 

fective July 1. Hisresignation 
from the Granite City School Dis- 
trict is effective June 30. 

The board approved the resigna- - 
tion by a vote of 42, with one Walmsley 
abstaining. 

The vote relieves Walmsley of his contract, 
which ran until June 1994, and pays him for 293 
unused sick days throughout his 29 years of ser- 
vice in District 9. He later estimated the amount 
at $13,000. 

Monroe Worthen voted against ‘accepting the res- 
ignation, saying diring the meeting, “I approve of 
Paying someone what they have earned, but not 
someone who has breached a contract.” 

Board member Pete Novacich also voted against 
the approval. 

“I voted ‘no’ because we have two years left in 
a contract with him and he is leaving and break- 
ing his contract,’’ Novacich said Wednesday. “I

Strong opposition to a pro 
posed hazardous-wastewater 
treatment plant in Granite City 
was voiced y night by 
some of about 130 le assem- 
bled at the Granite City Town- 
ship Hall for a meeting spon- 
sored by SPILL (Stop Polluting 
Illinois). Topics ranged from 
earthquake preparedness to pos- 
sible legal actions. 

None of the key city officials 
involved with the Eticam plant 
proposal were in attendance at 
the meeting to answer questions 
on ways to evacuate-residents if 
the plant is built and an accident 
occurs. 

Questions also were asked 
about the city’s possible liability 
in the event of an accident,- if 
the city works in conjunction 
with Eticam. 


If the payments for such an 
accident exceeded city budget 
constraints, it was said at the 
meeting. taxpayers might have 
to bear the cost. 

“The city has put itself and its 
taxpayers in a dangerous situa- 
tion,"’ said Kathy Andria, the 
leader of the citizen opposition 
group, “Eticam will pay certain 
fees, but it's quite possible the 
city won't be protected against 
other liabilities."’ 

Two aldermen, Dan Brown 
and Ginny O'Bear, were on 
hand. Brown told the audience 
that the City Council did not 
know what it was getting into 
when it voted on Eticam in 
December 1989. 

““E don’t think anyone knew 
what we were voting for,** 
Brown said. “‘We were led to 
believe that it was a facility

Thornton testified that he went 
that day to Brandon’s mother’s 
home, where Brandon tried to 
hit him with a golf club. Thorn- 
ton claims that within 15 or 20 
minutes of that incident, Bran- 
don tried to run him down in a 
car outside a tavern called The 
Place. 

Thornton testified that, on the 
day before the shooting, his girl- 
friend told him that Brandon 
was looking for him. 

“She said my cousin was 
looking for me and he was goin; 
to try to kill me,’’ Thornton said. 
Thornton said he did not know 
why his cousin wanted to kill 
him but that he took the threat 
seriously. 

Thornton said his cousin had a 
reputation for violence — a rep- 
utation attested to by other 
defénse witnesses — which 
included a rape conviction. 

While he testified that he had 
never seen Brandon with a gun, 
Thornton said he knew Brandon 
carried one because Brandon 
told him he did. 

On the day of the shooting, 


Thornton said, he armed himself 


with a 
han in. 

Bat wien he was confronted 
by Brandon that afternoon, 
Thornton said, he was unable to 
load the clip into it so he fled. 
Brandon pursued him in his 
truck, Thornton said. 

After “hiding out for awhile,"’ 
Thornton returned to the 1500 
block of Second Street — where 
Brandon would later be shot — 
and got a ride home with 
friends. 

At home, Thornton said, he 
obtained a .20-gauge sawed-off 
shot which he wrapped in a 
towel. After returning to Second 
Street, Thornton said, he placed 
the gun under the car hood, 
which was not latched. Brandon 
soon arrived and wanted to talk 
with Thornton, who- refused. 

“Then he said, ‘If you don’t 
want to talk, then let’s dance’,”’ 
Thornton testified. 

Thornton said he had to raise 
the hood on the car to retrieve 
the shotgun and, when Brandon 
got within five feet of him, Bran- 
don appeared to reach for a 
weapon. Then, Thornton said, he 
shot Brandon. 

Thornton gave these details to 
Public Defender John Rekowski 
but he was unable to recall 
information about the shotgun 
during cross-examination by 
Assistant State’s Attorney Rob- 
ert Trone. 

Thornton responded to Trone’s 
questions with “‘I don’t remem- 
ber, sir,” on at least 12 occa- 
sions.

A seven-count complaint against Scroggins was initially filed with 
the ARDC Nov. 16, 1989. When Scroggins did not-answer the allega- 
tions, an order was filed Jan. 29, 1990, holding thatthe charges were 
deemed admitted. 

A report from the Hearing Board, filed March’9, 1990, found that 
each of the seven counts of the complaint presented the “same 
pattern of indifference, misconduct and neglect’’ on Scroggins’ part. 

The alleged infractions include: failure to file briefs on appeals for 
three different defendant-clients in criminal cases, even after the 
Appellate Court notified Scroggins that such failure subjected him to 
contempt proceedings; failure to transfer ‘title to a parcel of real 
estate and an automobile for a client after agreeing to do so; failure 
to set a hearing date for an injured client- after telling her he would 
do so; failure to represent a woman in a paternity suit after agree- 
ing to do so and accepting a $400 retainer fee; and failure to repre- 
sent a woman in a disability case after accepting a $100 retainer fee. 

Scroggins filed exceptions to the Hearing Board’s report, and 
argued that the alleged infractions were minor in nature, and that 
the recommended suspension is vindictive and without justification. 

But the Review Board found that Scroggins, in effect, admitted the 
allegations by his testimony and conduct at the hearing, and could 
prove no mitigating circumstances. Scroggins has 35 days to appeal

Calls Harrison funding ‘laundered’ 


Funding of state Supreme 
Court candidate Moses Harri- 
son's primary campaign is under 
fire‘from former and present 
political opponents. 

Republican Supreme Court 
candidate Don Weber alleges 
contributions by lawyers to Har- 
rison, a Caseyville Democrat, 
were “‘laundered”’ through the 
Illinois Democratic Party 

And former Circuit Todas Carl 
Becker of Red Bud, one of Har- 
rison’s two unsuccessful oppo- 
nents in the Democratic primary 
election March 17, agrees. 

Weber said nearly $66,000 
donated by lawyers to the state 
Democratic Party in March 
turned up later as in-kind contri- 
butions to Harrison. 

“They’re laundering this mon- 
éy through the state Democratic 
Party and (Belleville lawyer 
Amiel) Cueto is arranging it," 
Weber said. 

He described Cueto as ‘‘the 
chief organizer and fund-1 raiser 
for Moses Harrison.’ 

Cueto rejected the label. “I’m 
not associated with Harrison’s 
campaign at all,’’ he said.

Braun was elected to the Leg- 
islature in 1979 from a southside 
Chicago district that includes

More than a third 
of the district’s residents are 
employed in professional or pub- 
lic administration jobs.

The room, just large enough for 


» the bare necessities, isn’t your 


usual office. 

Instead of containing a computer, 
rolodex and special reports, it has 
a drawing board, an enlarger and 
a_wide variety of water colors. 

The walls are filled with artwork, 
such as a caricature of Elvis 
Presley, a horse racing scene and 
cartoons — lots of cartoons. Each 
is the result of either Ravanelli’s 
free-lancing or full-time 
assignments as senior artist at 
Maritz Inc. in St. Louis. 

““My favorite pieces are 
cartoons,” the 34-year-old artist 
said. He pulled out one of his latest 
pieces of work, an animated 
squirrel, that has a resemblance to 
a cuddly Disney character. 

The cartoon, a free-lance project, 
will be printed on a children’s 
brand cereal that’s sold in the 
southern states. 

“T like to draw animals and 
objects, to bring them to life and 
make them fun,” he said. 

“‘When a client is using a 
cartoon, you know it’s geared to *& 
being fun. 

“Cartoons don’t need any 
reference. They just come right out 
of here,’’ he Said pointing to his 
head. 

You don’t have to travel to 
Florida or St. Louis to catch a 
glimpse of Ravanelli’s work. Some 
of his creations can be found right 
here in Granite City. 

Just go to a local Soca store 
and pick up a box of Raisin Bran 
cereal. The lanky baseball players 
and boldly colored audience are 
Ravanelli’s creation, too. 

Or cheek out the pencil-sketched 
portraits of sports celebrities, such 
as professional tennis player 
Jimmy Connors and the late 
professional boxer Joe Louis, that 
decorate the walls of Ravanelli’s 
Restaurant, owned by his father, 
Frank Ravanelli. Terry drew the 
portraits when he’ was a teen-ager 
working in the restaurant.

After 13 years, Ravanelli knows 
the key is client satisfaction. 

“A lot of artists have to go 
through a lot with the writers and 
product managers,” he said. ‘‘With 
my certain style, my certain niche, 
I can create what they want. So, 
little changes are made.”’ 

But even the smallest changes, 
such as colors, positioning and 
paper. quality, can have major 
effects. 


“Ill do my-best to persuade them 
(the clients), but they’re paying for 
it. You have to satisfy them,”’ he 
said. 

Meeting clients’ expectations also 
means meeting their deadlines, 
which are usually one week. 

For Ravanelli, who works full 
time by day and free-lances by 
night, deadlines can be especially. 
hectic. 


After working all day, he likes to 
spend time with his wife and three 
children, which means he finds 
himself juggling family life and 
free-lance assignments.

Post 113 baseball 


The hi school baseball sea- 
son is far from over. But it’s not 
too early to start thinking about 
those lazy days of summer: 

Those days are usually. fin- 

. ished off in the evening by a vic- 
tory by Tri-City American 
Legion Post 113. Ralph Burnett 
begins his sixth season manag- 
ing the Triplets next month, and 
the first win-of the summer will 
be his 100th. 

The 1991 Triplets. dominated 
Southern Illinois in about the 
same way Khomeini ruled-tran. 
All potential opposition was dealt 
with quickly — and it usually 
wasn’t pretty for the opponents. 

After taking second in the 
state tournament, Post 113 has 
gotten a little more ambitious 
this year. In addition to the reg- 
ular District 22 schedule, the 
Triplets are playing in two 
national-level tournaments. The 
first one is a 24-team event in 
Danville from June 18-21. Teams 
from. six states will be involved. 

Tri-City then goes to Evans- 
ville, Ind., from July 9-12 for an 
eight-team tournament that 
includes the Kentucky and Indi- 
ana state champions as well as 
Palatine, Ill., always one of the 
top programs in the Chicago 
area. 

But it doesn’t come cheap. 

““We've never had to go out 
and ask for money like. this 
before,’’ said Burnett. ‘‘But 
we're looking to start a support 
group. There can be four levels 
of contributions — $25, $50, $100 
and $250. We'll make up a pro- 
gram that we'll pass out at all 
the home games, and that will 
recognize everyone who helps us 
out.” 

It’s not a bad investment. Bur- 
nett oversees one of the best-run 
Legion teams anywhere. The 
Triplets win, having gone 99-48 
the last five years with four 
North Division championships, 
two District 22 titles, one Fifth 
Division crown and last yéar's 
second-place finish at state. 
Granite City has had the District 
22 MVP three of the’ last four 
years (Darin Hendrickson in 
1988, Joe Wallace in 1990 and 
Brian Harshany in 1991). 

More importantly, they have 
fun doing it. It was probably 
November before the smiles 
from last summer started to 
fade — if then. Look for some 
more “ghost infield’’ before the 
big games this summer, 
although it’s doubtful anyone can 
-make as many ‘‘great plays’’ as 
Jeff Stephens did at shortstop. 
He made more than his share of 
great plays during the feal 
games as well. 

Burnett was unsure if he 
would be back after the 1990 sea- 
son, but he’s supercharged now. 
He can’t wait for the June 10 
opener against Alton. Post 113 
baseball chairman Harry Ellis is 
also a regular customer at War- 
rior games this spring. 

“TI was ready for Legion base- 
ball the first day it got to 50 
degrees this year,’ he said. 

The Triplets are going to be 
good again. In addition to the 
nucleus from this year’s high 
school team, college players 
Ryan Reeves and Chris Hill are 
still eligible from last year’s 
Post 113 squad. Burnett only car- 
ried-13 players last year, but the 
Triplets will be much deeper in 
1992, with as many as nine capa- 
ble pitchers. 

Burnett promised before last 
season started that it would be 
his best team yet, and he was 
right. : 

“I’m almost ready to make 
another bold prediction this 
year,"' he said. = a

Good news: Teenagers appar- 
ently do listen. The evidence 
They've gotten the message that 
many of tomorrow's jobs will be 
in health care. 

“I'm seeing a larger percent- 
age of students looking at health 
fields," said Carolyn Peterson, a 
counselor at St. Charlies West 
High School. 

The same is true at at 
O'Fallon (Tll.) Township High 
School, said counselor Bruce 
Elser 


“I think they’ve heard from 
their peers and from their par- 
ents that nurses. (and related 
occupations) are in demand,” 
Elser says 

Adults also are getting the 
message. The Special School 
District of St. Louis County, 
after announcing it would start a 
licensed practical nurse program 
in the fall, was flooded with 
nearly 200-telephone calls, said 
Dan Ehlenbeck, assistant Super. 
intendent of applied technologies 
services 

Indeed, health-care jobs consti- 
tute one-half of the 30 occupa- 
tions with the best growth pros- 
pects through 2005, according to 
the U.S. Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics. 

In the past, the bureau's bien- 
nial projections of the economy's 
future employment needs “have 
been fairly accurate,”’ said John 
Lukasiewicz, a bureau econo- 
mist 

The most recent projection, 
covering the 1990-2005 time span, 
contains bad news for manufac- 
turing but a rosy outlook for the 
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Services sector. 

Even under the most optimis- 
tic projection (the economy 
growing at‘a 2.9 percent annual 
clip), manufacturers. will add 
ast 100,000 by 2005. More 
likely, manufacturers will elimi- 
nate 600,000 to 24 million posi- 
tions. 

Service jobs will account for 23 
million of the 23.3 million new 
jobs created under the moder 
ate-growth (annual 2.3 percent 
economic growth) scenario. The 
ranks of self-employed will 
swell by 1.8 million by 2005, 
while the goods-producting sec 
tor — mining. manufacturing 
and construction, America's 
industrial base — will add just 
309,000 

The biggest gain will be the 
11.5. million jobs created in 
health care and business servic 
es (temporary-help agencies, 
advertising and public relations 
agencies, etc.) categories. 

The fastest growing health- 
care occupations include home 
health aides, physical therapists, 
radiological technicians, medical 
secretaries, psychologists, surgi- 
cal technicians, registered nurs- 
€s and licensed practical nurses. 

Other fast-growth occupations 
include paralegals, travel 
agents, corrections officers, 
computer programmers and data 
Processing equipment repair 
men. A chilling prediction is that 
the number of lawyers is expec 
ted to jump 35 percent to 793,000 
by 2005, from 587,000 in 1990.

said. For_a youngster who likes 
to draw, potential occupations 
could include an architect, engi- 
neer, graphic artist or cartoon- 
ist.
